Blalr's Latest Folly.

If nothing intarposes to prevent it,
there will come upin the senate to-day,
foe a reoond reading, the bill of Mr.
Blair providing that In civil pervice ap-
pointmonts preforence shall ba given o
wounded confederate soldiers in all
onsos where cx-confedomtes are ap-
pointed. When this bill was introducea
ingt week it naturally croated a pro-
found surprige among senators on both
Familiar as that
body had become with the singular
eaprices of the Now Hampshire senator,

‘hera wns somothing that went beyond

anything they could have deemed
possitle.  Republican senators made
hasto to disavow any previous knowledge
of the measure or any suepleion
that  Its.  authoe's mind wis
deifang  in that direction. The
democratic senators wera equally ignor-
ant. It was speedily mnde apparent
that the extraordinary plan had been
evolved by My, Binie without aid from
any source, and that he had been most
careful not to suggest to any living man
the surprise he had for the senate and
the country. It would seem evidont
that the New Humpshire senator Iaid
the fattering unotion fo his soul that he
had at last conceived something whose
genarous and beneficent nature wounld
surely commaend it to all men and give
him an assured place among the polit-
ical benefactors of his time,

But Mr, Blair very promptly  discov-
ered, much to his surprise and chagrin,
doubtless, that he had again “put his
footinit.” SBenator Honrbluntly told him
that he did not perceive thoe real effect
of his own measure. Senator Platt em-
phasized his dizsapproval of the bill by
the unusual parlinmentary proceeding
of objecting to the sesond reading.
Senntor Manderson, while cerediting the
measure to the warm sympathy of its
anthor, andounced that he could not
vote for a second veading. Scnator
Hawloy charagterized the bill ns *fun-
damentally o mistake.” Thero was one
voice heard in its defense, that of Rid-
dleberger. The senntors from the
south who spoke on it did so to condemn,
No confederate soldier, they said,
had asked for the bill, and none of them
desired it. Tho kindly spirit that sug-
gested it they would appreciate, but
confoderato soldlers do not ask of the
United States government any peculiar
right or privilege.

The well known obstinacy of Mr.

" Blair will uadoubtedly lead him to stick

to this measure us long ns the senate
will tolerato it, and it is therefore to be
hoped it will receive final treatment to-

_day in the refusal of the senate to fur-

ther entertain it. If this shall involve
a discourwesy to Mr. Blair with all the
meaning of a rebuke it will be deserv-
edly administered. The genecrous and
herevolent spirit which southern sena-
tors were pleased to believe prompted
the measare is of no consequence beside
the faot'that its character is wholly bad
if not positively vicious. *“*The basis
of the obligation as proposed under this
bill,” said Senator Manderson, ‘s ser-
vice in the confederacy, is active sup-
port and armed ald and comfort

to the war of the rebellion.”
Said Senator Hawley: “I  hold
that it would be a  orime,

u dishonor-to the graves of union sol-
diers; to say that now we will only rogard
the question of valor, and that we will
give to those men who were the bravest
in this attempt to destroy the country
the preference in all political honors
and preferments.’” These opinions suf-
ficiently indieate the objoctienable char-
noter of this latest exhibition of Sen-
ator Blair’s folly, which itisto be hoped
the senate will to-day summarily dis-
poso of, it may also be hoped with the
effect of indueing the tedious and
troublesome old man to give his inclina-
tion for wild schemes of legislation a
long nnd welcoma reposo.

HExpensive Negleot,

When labor was allowed to receive
some attention in the house of repre-
sontatives last week, among the matters
considered wns o bill providing for an
ad justment of the accounts of laborers
nnd mechanics arising under the eight-
hour law, This bill has been reported
favorably to both branches of congress,
nnd its interest lies in the faet that it
involves o drain on the Wreasury the
minimum estimute of which is thirty
million dollars.

The eight-hour law was passed in 1868,
but has not been ecomplied with., De-
partment officers have permitted lnbor-
ers to work nine and ten hours a doy
whon required to do so by contractors or
others, In the twenty yeurs since the
low wns passod ngront muny persons hava
worked overtime without extra compen=
siation, The proposed adjustment would
extend to all depurtments of the gov-
ernment, all public works, all navy
yords, into everything, in short, in the
line of labor that has been done for the
government in twenty years, Not all, of
course, who have sorved the govern-
mont during that time would derivo any
benefit from it, dut the number that
would be benefitted would constituto
quite an army.

The bill has encountorad vigorous op-
position, but it also has strong support,
Those whoopposa iturge that itisaclaim
ngent’s bill nnd that its effect would be
to malke the eight-hour law odious,
Those who defend it insist that it was
the intention of congress when the
law  wos passod  that  laborers
in the service of the government should
work eight hours a day without reduc-
tion of pay, and that consequantly those
who have been required to work longer
hours are justly entitled to additional
componsation. This privciple was
recognizod in the proclamations issued
by Dresident Grant on the subjeet,
which led to the temporary observance
of the law in the navy yards, Without
reference to the morits of the eight-
hour legislution, which eaunol properly
enter into consideration, although one
of the opponemts of the prescut bill
spoke ol it as ereating “an arstocracy
of labor,"” it will not be questioned that
the law should have been obscrved in
good faith, the presumption being that
such was the intention of congress la
passing it.  If there was auy doubt re-

specling  it8 terms or wmeaning, on
the part of lheads of depart-
ments ‘or others having. jurisdie-

tion of the employment of labor for the
governmeut, they should have prompily
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sought it in the quarter where it conld
ba authortatively given. To go on per-
sistently ignoring the law was cortainly
an indefonsible course, and may prove a
costly one. There is, however, no very
great probability that the adjustment
bill will pnss.  Politienl considerations
mnay onable its supporters to got it
throngh the house, but its fate in the
sennte is hardly questionablo. Tts offect
will very likely be to either cause o
modification or ropesl of the eight-hour
law or its observance in future,
e—

That Packed Meeting.

On Friday night o so-called mnss
meeling of North Omaha tax-payers and
property ownors was held, st which res-
olutions wore adopted requesting the
city epuneil to repeal the opdinance by
which the city hiall was locatod on upper
Farnam street and to submit n proposi-
tion to the voters of this city toloeate the
oity hall on Jefferson square. It is as-
sorted by the “official organ’ that coun=
cilmen Bedford and Burnham who were
present at this meeting have pledged
themselves to join Haseall and Ford in
their wvanal and vindiclive scheme.
While thoy realize that an attempt to
re-locate the oity hall means & re-
newal and continuance of the
contention nnd Dbitter strife which
have prevailed in this cily ever since
the presont council has come into
power, they labor underthe delusion
that the moeeting voiced the wishes of
tholr constituents, Now who are the

constituents of a councilman at large?

They are the voters of the whole city
and not merely citizens of ono or two

“wards. Did that meeting in any senso

reprosent  the business oommunity
and the mnss of moprae than
four thousand citizens who voted for
the nine members of the council elected
at lnrge? Would anyone of thess coun-
cilmen from Bedford down to Van Camp
have stood a ghost of a show of being

jelegted had they been committed to tho

Huseall scheme of spitework and job-
bory to put the eity hall on wheels?
But suppose that Messrs, Dailey, Bed-
ford, Burnham and Counsman had been
elected as ward councilmen, does apy-
hody pretend that the meeting lust
Friday represented the taxpaying citi-
zons north of Farnam street?

The meeting at Woll hall was called
under fnlse pretenses by partics who have
for months been trying to work up a job
out of the ecity hall. The call under
which their meeting was held, was an
invitation to North Omaha property
owners to discuss projected public im-
provements for their scction of the city.
Certain members of the council who
have not trained with the bell-wether,
were decoyed info this trap by postal
card. With few exceptions the parties
in attendance were the same old brass
band gang that some weeks ago ordered
the mayor to remove the chalrman of
tho board of public works because he
would not play into their haunds. The
secrotary of the meeting was n
notorious oil room capper who was
removed from office for embezzling
money in his custody as clerk of Doug-
las county. Several othersuch *nep-
resentative citizens” were conspicuous
in that remarkable assembly. The
question is, will councilmen elected at
large obey the behest of a packed waprd
moeting, or do they propose to respect
the known wishes of the leading tax-
payersand rank and file of the business
community? What do they expect the
city to gain by following Hascall's lead?

Suppose they earry the proposition to
relocate, how can they possibly earry
thae bonds to erect the building which
requires n two-thirds vote? Do they im-
agine that parties who have invested
hundreds of thousands of dollars in
property and buildings in the vicinity
of the conrt hovse in gowml faith will
not resist the scheme to depreciate
their investments and contestitthrough
the courts until Hascall and his pals
have been politically buried out of
sight?

Unitod States sennte was illustrated in
the votes of the intor-stote commerce
committee rvejecting proposed amend-
ments (o the law which would bave in-
crensed the eheeks upon  theso corporia-
tions. One of these was to strike out of
the law the words “under substantially
similar elrenmstances and conditions,"
und the other was to revolie the disere-
tionary power given the commission to
suspend the long and short haul clause.
This power having been exepcised at
the requost of the railroads, and pre-
sumably in their interest, may bo s
again, and in proposing to remove this
diseretionary autbority rom the com-
mission Senntor Wilson was in aecord
with a sontiment that is general in the
west, whilo the proposition is sound on
general principles, There is perhaps
no very great danger that the present
comw ission will sgain freely exercise
its power in this divection, On the solie-
wation of the railroads, us 1t did at the
outset, but equal security with, its sue-
oessors cannot be assurad. As the use
of this authority is pot likely evor 10 be

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azked for by the people of any section
of the couniry, there enn be no sufficient
reason for retaining it in n law enncted
in the interest and for the protection of
the people. The faot that the railronds
want it retained is ample argument in
favor of revoking it, The probability
is that the law will undergo very little
ohange ut the present session of con-
gress, and it is quite cortain that, so far
s the sennte is boncernod, suchchangoes
ns may be made will not be to the dis-
ndvaningo of the railronda.

What the Inter Siate Act Has Done
Chicagn Tritnine,

In the lpst number of Science Apple-
ton Morgan elaborutely reviews recent
experiments in railrond regulntion, and
coneiudes that the results are ns un-
satisfactory to the non-railway public ns
Balaam’s cursing of Israel was to Balak.
*What hast thou done unto me?” cnied
the disappointed king. *1 took thee to
curse mine enemies, and, behold, thou
hast blessed them altogether.”™ A strict
parallel  is presented, Mpr. Morgan
thinks, by the work of the inter state
commerce commission.  Created solely
in the expectation that it would benefit
the public it has steadily and per-
sistently ruled in favor of the
railroads, and in its first report rejoiced

ubliely that railroad earnings had been
nereased under its administeation and
“no destructive rate wars had oc-
curred.” My, Mogan reviews the work
of the commission with great sarcasm
and is rl.heuinrlf savere in dealing
with the noted decision in the Louis-
ville & Nashville ease, where the com-
mission ‘‘seized upon its first or.\imrtun-
ity to assume that the statute of inter-
stute commerce waus of no practical value
to anybody, but intended to be under-
stood in o purely Pickwickian sense.”
These steictures are fully deserved. In
the case referred to—the first important
one taken into consideration—the com-
mission exerted itself to strip the short
houl rule of all meaning, and it has
ever since adhered strietly to a do-noth-
ing policy. The commission has done
its best to eviscerate tho law and con-
strue it at all points against the publie
and in favor u} the carrviors. Alflter the
experience had with this body Mv. Mor-
gan asks whether congress will not feel
encouraged to establish “'an inter-state
thentrical commission which shall re-
view and absorh the early functions of
‘Master of the Revel,” ‘Stage Censor,’
and Lord Chamberlain.”

Mpr. Morgan is clearly in error in as-
suming because the work of the com-
mission has been so wretchedly weak
and inndequate that the inter-state act
itself has been of no benefit to the pub-
liec. Aside from and independent of
anything done by the commission the
self-operative fentures of the act have
produced good results, No one is now
asking the repenl or even any con-
siderable smendment of the measure.
Fraight  rates on an average in
the northwest are 20 percentlower than
bofore the adoption of the act. With
pooling prohibited nnd  ecompotition
made free the railroads were defested
in their e¢fforts to shove up rates, and
wore compelled finally o make a moe
tavinl reduction in both state and intor-
state charges. The annual saving to
the farmers and shippers in [linois and
Towa alone can hardly be estimated at
less thon $156,000,000.  The reduction
came first on the inter-state hauls, hut
free competition nt last brought the do-
mestio twrilfs down to o corresponding
lovel,  Many of these benefits were ob-
tained in spite of the commission, and
none of them on account of anything it

did, In the matter of the drum-
monr'y milenge, for instance,
after  the commission  had  fully

approved the -cont rate competition
forcod the raibroads to reduce it to two
and two nnd i half—the ecaveicrs beipg
thus unnble to hold fast all the commis-
slon gave them! No one supposetd that
the interstale act could work agwell as
it has whoen hampered and oppoked by
tho commission appoluted to exeoute it,
Substantinl benelits have been realized
from the interstate act, and mwora will
come when the commission s reorgnn-
izod s0 08 o give il vigorous enforvee-
ment, One of the duties of the next
republican president will be Lo reorgan-
ize the commission sp  that it shall not
be composed oxclusively of democrats
and mugwumps snd  nob devoted solely
to the service of the rallrond corpora-
tions,

Hard Conl in lowa.
Chileago Herald,

The Herald has never been able to
say many good words for the hard ooal
combination, but the recent protost
of this body to the lown railroad com-
missioners is one thut the lowans oan-
not afford to reject, The commission-
ers have recommended ascale of freight
rates that would discriminate shame-
fully agninst the transportution of nared
coal, For a hnul of 500 miles the ronds
aro nsied o charge the outrageous fig-
ure of 88 n ton, while for o ton of soft
coul the tarifl is only £1.72. For shorter
distaneces tho diserimivation 18 vot so
zlaring, but the fact remains that there
5 no hard conl to be ocarried “live
miles” or “fifty miles.” The Authra-
cite nssocistion, as the conl combination,
is nomed, sttests that hoard conl s
shipped in box cars, which will carry
return freight, while soft coal gooes io
open cars, which must be pulled buck to
the mines without cargo.

The hand of the soft conl man is o be
seen in this sehedule, But the people
will be foolish to try-the doctrive of
protection to bome fndustries ot the ex-
pense of theirown fuel, Evory dedlar
they add to the prico of bard counl, an

‘articls that is alroady cornored, will be
also added to the price of soft coal. And
the example which the state may give
will not pass unhoeded in theso days of

rivate ad and low public spirit.

he way to break down the hard cosl
ring is not by piling up the price of an-
thracite in lowa.

The Importance of Indiana,
Portland Ovegonian,

There ig good reason for the growing
opinion that the real batile ground of
tho coming prosidentinl campaign will
be Indinnn. It has all along been o
mn of grave doubt whethor any
ropublionn ocould carry New York
agoinst Cleveland, and the situation
will not ba ochanged if instoad of Cldve-
Iand the domoorats should nominate
Hill.

If New York isto bo dismissed from
the listof probanlities, the nocessity of
carrying Indiana becomes paramount,
Vaory mnng ropublioans are now looking
at the problem in this way and the faot-
has brought into new prominence the
Indiana men who have beon suggestod
ag candidates for the pregidency. Thoy-
are, ns all the country knows, Judge W,
Q. Gresham and ex-Senator Ben Hare
rison. Both are gentlomen of high
character, both have fine war recomie,
both have served in Indiana and the
nation in high pnblie oMees, FProm the
ourrent talk of the day we gather that
as an active party leader Goneral Har-
rison, alded by his friends, hps the
prefarence with the politiciansg, and the
entire prestige of what may be cenlled
the machinery of the party in Indiana,
Judga Gresham’s position on  the bench
and the conservatism belitting a  judi-
cinl position have necessarily kopt him
out of active party warfare for several
years,  This, however, will prove no
detrimeant to his candidacy, as, while he
has not made active friends of the
minor politivinns of tho state, he has
ayvorded the enmities inseparable from
aggressive partisanship, and to-day all
conserviative republicans in Indiana be-
lieve he could poll o lnrger vote than
Goneral Harrvison.

Judgo Gresham would, unquestion-
ably, be tho gtrongoest man  before the
country. Ia has long been, in the
thought of the parly, a man propoer for
the presidency., Demoerats, oo, ave
willing to admit his fitness. Referring
to o recant utterance by Judge Gresham
respecting the folly of political nmbi-
tion, the New York Sun remarked that
he “was wise as hoe is wont to bo in  his
view ol every subject,” adding: *“He
would be one of the strongest candi-
dates the republicyn party could nomi-
nate for president, and if he should be
elected he would make an able, uprith
and most valuable chiel magistrate.’

The nomination of Judge Gresham
would be a most fortunate thing for the
party, independent of the considera-
tions involved as to Indiana. He vep-
resents tho bost spirit of the party, and
is entirelf froe from the practical objec-
tions which nre sometimes attached to
really first-class men.

OlL, BUT NOT ON THE WATERS.

The Latest PPhases of the Bricklayers!
Strike.

There was a meeting of the brick contrac
tors yesterday in their room in Paxton
block, at which quite an extended dispussion
took pluce on the subjeot of using oill with
which to burn brick. It was led by Con-
tractor Smith,  who has just returned from
Chicago, where the system is in use in & num-
ber of yards and where it is claimod to bo
giving grent satisfaction. Contractor John-
son has alveady introduocod {6 into his yards
in this eity, but thus far has nob been very
suocessful . in  working it. Mr. Smith
snys that ho will comménoe with it in a short
time, placing it in four of his kilns, and
bringing an expert from Chicago to work it
until his own burners can learn the business.
In Chie !go the contractors claim they can
burn their brick in about thirty-six hours,
which is about half the time required by the
old process with coal and wood, If it should
be attended with the same velative saving in
this eity brick could be burnod in seven days.
whereas they now raquire between twalvo an
fourteen days. In tho®Wormer city, the con-
tractors cluim that three barrels of crude oil
are equivalent to ono ton of soft conl of good
quality. But to this, for Omahn Sbhrickmoen,
would have to be added thoe freight from
Chicago to this city, No action was talken
by the contractors, and esch will be gov-
erned by his own ideus as to whether he
adopts the new or still adberes to the old
system of burning.

APPLICATIONS,

One of the gentlemen present, who holds
anlofficinl positionin the associntion, said that
the mails wera particnlarly heavy yesterday
morning with applications from abroad of
brickluyors who expressed o desire
to come here to work at the rote of £L50 for
nine hours, Three men, who were willing to
do the some lhmg, had left the ofice of the
wasoviation, he elnimed, shortly before the
reporter made his appearance,

NO NOYCOTT,

“The Bee of last Suturday,” sadill a con-
tractor to a reporter yesterdoay “reported
Hugh Hurphy's foreman ns saying in sub-
stanco thug Mr. Murphy hud  bought brick
from the members of the brick contractors'
associntion and. that he had  been
denied the delivery of his  puarelinses,
'The reoason assigned for the refusal is be.
canse Murphy was working union men, 1
wianl to sy thot lsnot the case. Wo have
nover refused to dellver bricks to peoplo who
work union men.. Wo would be only to glad
to soll hricks 10 whomsoever wa could, be-
cuuse wo huve more bricks than the neces-
sities of tho scason demand.”

Aunother conttactor afiruwed this statement
and s thied said: ““The bricklayers are en-
deavoring to ereate the lmpression that we are
boycowting them, Wo are noy duimf it. That
ia thelr game, They nve playiog i on us,
but i iv beoomes NECOSSUry
for us Lo rosort to it we will do it. But we
don't need "

LAST NIGHT'S MBETING,

The Brick Contractors' association was In
full session st chelr headquarters in the Poax-
ton blogk last evening, and thoir action re-
sulted in o declarution of war seamst the de-
munds of tho dissalistied brickluyoers. All
but two membors were present, and the moeot
ing was distinguwshed by 6 unanimity o
spirit in all the procecdings, Tho session
was probably the most Important one held
this year, and exactly defines the policy of
thie comtractors for the coming sdason, Thoere
is no mistaking the challenge, They furthey
huve guarantoed that all workmen willing to
accopt thewr terms shall in ovory way bo pro-
tected and the contractors will put up a large
sum of money as a forfoit, Frank Murphy,
president of tho Merchants’ Naotional bank,
was named as the trustee in this matter,
The contractors suy they huve wade all the
concessions thoy intend to and now thoy in-
tend goiug ahoad indopendently of what the
brickluyors ask. They deny the uassertion
thay they are allempling to boyeott the
undon, bub olalm thut whatever they have
done has boen necossary for thuir owno pro:
toction. The secretary suld he had received
po less than 100 letters from bLricklayers in
different parts of the counlry, asking if the
report was true that bricklayers could got
00 oents an hour for thelr services in Omuha
and slgnifying their intontion of coming here
if contractors would guarantée them such
wages, A pumbor of these letters woro read
by tho socrotary.

Thoe following resolution was presentod
and unanimously sdoptod .

Whereus, The Bricklayers' union of this
oity has declured a strike for higher wages
and less hours work and has made other de-
munds which we, the brick coutractors have
rofusad Lo conseut to, belloeving as wa do that
they aro unreasonnble] and

Whereas, Wa have tried to settle onr dif
fercuces with the sald union, baving offared
them fair and Uberal wages and have made
thom ather propositions of u just aod busi-
nuss-llce charwoter, which they have rojected,
and s our business bas heretofors beon  de-
moralizged sud made very upcertam by our
vomplianchs with thotr rules and demoods,
wo think the time bas now wrrived to assort
our rights und our determiustion o donduct
our busivess o the future in such meoner us

men competent in their business, who are
willing for such wages, to work for us, and
onuble us to resume businoss, and whothor
they be union men or olherwlse, wo horoby
ininuv mid severally agree to protect all
sriokinyers who may be in ouremploy sgainst
tho pauyment of any and all Anes, or other
penaltios that may b imposed upon them by
tho bricklayors' union of the city of Omah
50 long as they remain in our omploy; an
wo do further agroo to give to suoh o8 may
accept this offer, such cmployment s the
soason and weathar will permit; woe furiher
agroe thnt Fraonk Murphy may bo designated
as o proper and At person 1o act a8 o trusteo
on behalf of wll such bricklayors, and to en.
foreo in their name and for their beneflt tha
obligations of this contract against us,

They Endorse the Bricklayers,

At ajoint nesambly held yestorday aftor
noon, composoad of committess from each of
tho assemblies of Knights of Labor ja the
city, the following resolutions woere unani-
mously adopted :

Resolved, That it is the sensa of the
united assemblios of this city llw’. we offor
our aid financially and otherwise to the
bricklayers of Omaha now on a strike for
the elght hour working day, and that we
candemu tho netion of tnn hui\ding contracts
ors in impeding the building progross of this
city, and that nuo\l.v of these  resolutiops bo
sont to the bricklayors union, and to the
daily papers for publication.
